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Borough Should Serve Justice 


Six years ago the borough of Potts­ 
town made a mistake. It was not one 
of gigantic proportions, but it was a 
mistake nonetheless. 


It was a blunder which has caused 
sleepless nights and financial damage 
for two Pottstown property owners. 


No one connected with local gov­ 
ernm ent today denies that it was a 
borough 
mistake, 
yet the property 
owners must continue to suffer. 
Instead of accepting full responsi­ 
bility for the error made by a previous 
administration, the present borough 
government has resorted to hedging 
on its obligation to make amends. 


This is the problem : 


Six years ago borough workmen 
showed up at a private alley running 
between the properties of William H. 
Albright Sr., 748 
North 
Charlotte 
street, and Gerald 
W. 
Dames, 
781 
North Evans street. 
The workmen commenced to dump 
truckloads of dirt on the alley. They 
then leveled the dirt as part of an up­ 
grading operation. 


Aware that the alley was private 
and owned solely by them. Albright 
and Dames questioned the workmen on 
what they were doing. 


“We have our orders from borough 
hall,” was the only reply received. 


Because of the extra dirt the alley 
was raised to 14 inches above its pre­ 
vious level. The new surface was (and 
still is) nine inches above the floor of 
Albright’s 
garage 
and 
the pad of 
Dames’ carport. 


Each time it rains those two facili­ 
ties are flooded 
by 
water 
flowing 
downward from the alley. The back­ 
yards also are underwater. 


In the Winter Dames’ car occasion­ 
ally freezes fast to the pad of his car­ 
port when up to three inches of water 
becomes solid around the wheels. 


For a number of years the men at­ 
tempted to have the borough 
rectify 
the problem by removing the extra 
dirt in the alley. 


They were told repeatedly. “It is a 
private alley. We can’t go on private 
property to do municipal work.” 


Instead of offering help, one conn 
cilman at that time told them, “You 


can’t fight city hall, so forget it.” 


Albright and Dames thought they 
could “fight city hall,” and 
hired a 
lawyer to bring suit against the bor­ 
ough. 


The suit culminated this June with 
Montgomery County Judge J. William 
Ditter Jr. ordering 
that a “jury of 
view’* look into the properties, esti­ 
mate the damage in dollars, and make 
its recommendation to the court. 


Presumably, the court then would 
charge the borough that amount plus 
whatever is required to bring the alley 
back to its original condition.

But is wasn’t. It was a hollow vic­ 
tory for Albright and Dames because 
the borough still didn’t own up to its 
obligations and pay for the corrective 
measures. 


The borough appealed to a higher 
court which had the effect of holding 
up a final accounting. 


When the 
borough 
appealed, 
it 
didn’t do so on the merits of the case, 
and didn’t contend it was not liable. On 
a technicality the borough said a dif­ 
ferent type law suit should have b e e n ----------- 
filed. 


It was a petty thing to do, especi-

ally in light of the modern, progressive 
attitude which normally prevails. 


The borough currently is run by a 
Democratic majority.

Underground Streams 
Flow Through Town 


By JOSEPH DAUGHERTY 


Much discussion has gone by the boards 
since a revelation during a borough council 
meeting that a natural waterway will have 
to be relocated in the heart of the downtown 
business area before construction can begin 
on Pottstown’s tallest building. 
The most often asked question since the 
snag to development of the building was 
announced is: 
“What waterway? I’ve driven in the vi­ 
cinity of King and Charlotte streets for years 
and have never seen a waterway of any sort. 
Existence of the natural stream, called 
“Tan Yard Run,” took most new residents 
and many older ones by surprise. 
“Who ever heard of a stream in a com­ 
munity’s business district?” they asked. 
Borough officials have always known of 
the existence of “Tan Yard Run, ’ and ot 
four or five others which run through the 
central portion of the community. 
Several of them have been used for years 
by the borough as a means of getting storm 
sewer water to the Schulykill without the 
expense of laying costly storm sewer lines. 
But the presence of the stream s wasn't 
something officials spoke about frequently. 
The occasion never presented itself. 
But Tan Yard Run gained fame quickly 
as a drawback to erection of a 13 story $2 »/2 
million high rise apartm ent building at King 
and Charlotte streets. 
Civic leaders worked for more than a 
year to bring about inception of the high 
rise which will be built by James I). Scully, 
a Philadelphia developer. 
It is believed the high riso will be bene­ 
ficial for the downtown area for two reasons: 
It will provide 135 additional parking spaces 
for shoppers, and it might spur other pri­ 
vate redevelopment in the business district. 
Engineering estimates indicate it will be 
no problem to relocate Tan Yard Run, but 
it will cost $24.000. 
Negotiations are in 
progress to see who will pay for it. 
The waterway cuts directly across the ' 
southwest corner of King and Charlotte, 
exactly where the apartm ent building will 
lie located. 
In the basement of the corner building is ’. 
a stone arch, constructed year» ago to con 
tain the water from the stream. 
It was this fact which generated surprise 
in some quarters, that there actually i» water • 
running under buildings in town.

William Shaeffer. who, as borough secre- . 
tary appointed in 1929, has l>een in office ? 
longer than any other borough official, said * 
that i*n’t the half of it. 
There are four m ajor stream» cutting 
through the central portion of the borough. Z 
and all of them run under existing building» 
through stone arches, he said 
Shaeffer has remained abreast of the 
history of Pottstown since he took office. Z 
and researched some of the early history 
which was made long before his time. 
The system of stone arches simply evolved

“All of the streams, which bubble out of 
the ground from underground springe.** he 
said, “once were above ground and very 
visible. 
“There was no way to stop the water from 
rising up and floating in the stream lads. 
“As Pottstown started to grow the bor­ 
ough began running roads over the stream s 
by moans of arches. 
“Then most of the open ground started 
to disappear a* building construction waa 
increased. It got to a point where the ground 
adjoining the open stream s had to be de­ 
veloped so the owner* built stone arches over 
them, and put up building* over the arches,*

Don’t misunderstand, electrical appli­ 
ances are the greatest thing that happened to the home in 
the course of history. Unless one has used a sad iron, rerem- 
ber electricity came late to Isolated valleys and islands, 
she con not folly appreciate today's electric dry and steam 
iron.
